BOOK REVIEWS 
Recently a man told of hear­ 
ing Helen Keller for the first 
time and of what a great im­ 
pression she had made upon him. 
His comment included a sta te­ 
ment something like this: 
“ It 
seemed as though a spirit was 
using her to conv ey a message.” 
The thought suggests itself 
tha t perhaps, in a less dramatic, 
way , a spirit 
(the real self) 
makes use of each indiv idual. 
This plausible theory has been 
adv anced to ex plain the rela­ 
tionship of the mind and the 
brain. 


With the v ast univ erse from 
which to choose, it seems that 
there is little ex cuse for the sug­ 
gestiv e thoughts contained in 
books written by some popular 
authors. There is no v alid rea­ 
son for pandering to low tastes 
under a guise of “ realism.” 
Lured by the ambition to get 
up-to-date, and impressed by the 
reputation of the author, I bor­ 
rowed from the library a sev en- 
day book which is being widely 
read, 
Santay ana’s 
“ The 
Last 
Puritan.” 
The plot of the nov el, once the 
curiosity had been stimulated, 
seemed to compel a reading. But 
upon finishing the book, a rev ul­ 
sion 
came 
ov er 
this 
reader 
against the use of suggestiv e­ 
ness in literature which, if pre­ 
sented 
in 
an Unsophisticated 
form in a newspaper, would be 
just cause for ex clusion from the 
mail. 
Ev en the conclusion of the 
book seemed to this reader to be 
superficial. Put in the form of 
a question, the lesson of the me­ 
morial biography -nov el is this: 
“ A moral nature burdened and 
ov erstrung, and a critical faculty 
fearless but helplessly subjectiv e 
— isn’t tha t the true tragedy of 
y our ultimate Puritan?” 


“ Nothing Sacred” is more than 
the title of a picture show — it 
is the motto of our age. 
If one is inclined to doubt this, 
let him take particular notice 
of the senseless and wicked pro­ 
fanity to be heard in nearly ev - 
—ery public place. 
To one who acquired in school 
a high estimate of the Puritans 
and had supposed that the bet­ 
ter class of women at least hav e 
carried on the rev erence and 
high-mindedness 
of 
a 
great 
ideal, it is a disappointment to 
know that some things arejtold 
in book rev iews. 
Although I hav e not attended 
many rev iews (and some of them 
hav e been ex cellent, I do remem­ 
ber distinctly the disappoint­ 
ment I felt on hearing a ta lent­ 
ed lecturer from the city . I hav e 
heard some pretty rough things, 
in the army and elsewhere, but 
when I think of that suggestiv e 
story , told in a church building 
before that audience, I feel like 
scooting down in my seat and 
ducking my head.

Commissioners Charge Own­ 
ers of Automobile and 
Driv er Responsible 
for Wrecking Bridge. 


Charging tha t an automobile 
caused the collapse of a bridge, 
the Fay ette county board of com­ 
missioners filed a $10,000 damage 
suit against three defendants in 
Rush circuit court late Friday . 
The defendants are Miss Ger­ 
trude Stier of Greensburg, Low­ 
ell T. Hood of Milrojf and J ohn 
Hood, Bentonv ille high 
school 
athletic coach. 
The suit is an outgrowth of an 
accident between Harrisburg and 
Fairv iew the night of J anuary 14 
when an automobile driv en by 
Miss Stier plunged into a creek. 
Injuries 
were 
sustained 
by 
Miss Stier and her companion, 
Carl Shaw, of Milroy who con­ 
tended that the bridge was gone 
when they reached the creek, as 
they were driv ing ov er the Fay ­ 
ette county road, and tha t as a 
result the machine plunged into 
the gap. 
According to the Fay ette com­ 
missioners, howev er, the bridge 
collapsed after it was struck by 
the machine which, the plain­ 
tiffs allege, was owned by the de­ 
fendant Hoods. 
Miss Stier was driv ing the car 
at the defendants’ request, the 
plaintiffs assert, and was 
en 
route to Harrisburg for the pur­ 
pose of getting J ohn Hood fol­ 
lowing a ball game and taking 
him to Milroy . 
Trav eling east at a high rate of 
speed, the car struck the steel 
truss or upright beam of the 
bridge at the northwest corner, 
according to the action, with 
such v iolence that it pushed the 
steel truss from the abutment. 
This action caused the bridge 
to collapse into the creek, the 
suit states, and completely de­ 
stroy ed the structure which was 
v alued by the Fay ette county of­ 
ficials at $10,000. 
Negligence on Miss Stier’s part 
for the bridge’s collapse is blamed 
by the three Fay ette commis­ 
sioners, Quincy Price, Gus Bowen 
and Ollie Kellam. 
Two other new actions hav e 
also been filed in circuit court. 
Minnie Camp has entered a 
claim for $28 3.50 against Martin 
Winston, administrator of the 
Mary Blackall estate, while My r­ 
tle O. Bailey has presented a 
claim against Alma Bennett, ad­ 
ministratrix of the Nancy 
J . 
Stark estate.

I.- Arthur Sey sz-Inquart, pro-Nazi, headed a new Hit­ 
ler-dictated gov ernment as chancellor. 
2. Ten other members of the new cabinet appointed 
by the new chancellor, all but two of them Nazis. All but 
Sey sz-Tnquart were reliably reported in conference with 
Hitler in Berlin when the gov ernment was formed.

Hitler Makes His Entry This 
Morning a Few Hours 
Behind His Troops and 
Airplanes. 


PROCLAMATION IS 
GIVEN TO WORLD 
t 
Vienna, March 12 (ZP) — Adolf 
Hitler returned in triumph to 
his nativ e Austria today while 
the Austrian nation with mix ed 
feelings began to learn what it 
means to be under Nazi control. 
The fuehrer of Germany made 
his entry into Linz at 4:13 p. rn. 
(9 :13 CST), a few hours behind 
his troops and airplanes. 
All the v illages of upper Aus­ 
tria through which he passed 
turned out to a man as the Aus- 
trian-born leader of Nazidom 
mov ed toward Vienna. 
Scores of German bombers 
and 
other 
military 
planes 
brought German soldiers into the 
suburbs of Vienna. 
They regained there awaiting 
the fuehrer’s triumphal entry 
into the capital of the state 
which has come under his pow­ 
er, ex pected tonight. 
Fuehrer Hitler told the world 
in a broadcast proclamation to­ 
day that “ soldiers of the Ger­ 
man defense force were march­ 
ing ov er all the frontiers of Ger­ 
man Austria” to carry on Aus­ 
trian Nazification. 
The proclamation was read by 
Propaganda Minister Goebbels. 
Leav ing Field Marshal Goering 
as acting head of the German 
gov ernment during his absence, 
the fuehrer delegated Goebbels 
to tell why Germany went to 
what was termed the rescue of 
a suffering Austria, held in the 
grip of a small minority lacking 
ev en the slightest legal status. 
“ I hav e now decided to ex ­ 
tend the aid of the Reich to the 
millions of Germans in Austria,” 
Hitler proclaimed. 
4 Since morning soldiers of the 
German defense force hav e been 
marching ov er all the frontiers 
of German Austria.” 
As the proclamation was read 
more than IOO 
three-motored 
German transport planes crossed 
the Austrian border south of 
Frasdorf. 
It was understood they carried 
troops to Vienna. 
“ I my self as Fuehrer and 
Chancellor of the German people 
shall be happy again to be able 
to enter as a German and a free 
citizen this land which is my 
own land,” Hitler’s proclamation 
said. 
“ The-world, howev er, shall eon- 
v ince.itself that the German peo­ 
ple in Austria ex periences in 
these day s, hours of deepest joy 
and emotion.

“ The Austrian people see in 
the brethren who hav e hurried 
to their aid, sav iours from dire 
distress. 
“ Long liv e the National Social­ 
ist German Reich. 
“ Long liv e National Socialist 
Austria.” 
The gov ernment of Chancellor 
Schuschnigg and his fight for 
Austrian 
independence 
and 
against Naziism were gone, y ield­ 
ing to German pressure. 
A regiment of German troops 
passed through Braunau, Hitler’s 
birthplace, at 8 :29 a. rn. They 
stopped and paid touching, so l- 
emn obedience at Hitler’s house, 
their shrine.

ANOTHER SLAP IN THE FACE 
Forecasts indicate th at a considerable amou nt 
of Senate tu rmoil will be stirred u p as a resu lt 
of President Roosev elt’s appointment of Professor 
Thu rman W. Arnold, of Yale u niv ersity , as as­ 
sistant attorney general in charge of “tru st­ 
bu sting.” 
Opposition will resu lt, of cou rse, from the 
professor’s latest book, “The Folklore of Cap­ 
italism,” in which acedemic wisecracks are di­ 
rected at the fu ndamentals of the American 
economic sy stem. 
It is noteworthy that some of the nation’s lead­ 
ing jou rnals hav e been none too well pleased 
with Arnold’s flip and stu diou sly sm art assau lt 
on the bu siness, financial and indu strial stru c­ 
tu re. 
Ou tstanding critics hav e ex pressed the 
v iew that the book falls far short of constru ctiv e 
criticism. 
W hat the professor wants is a “controlled” 
capitalism, which, in su bstance, wou ld mean 
bu siness by gov ernmental flat. Many observ ers 
are of the opinion th at su ch a sy stem wou ld lack 
the merits of ou t-and-ou t Socialism in th at it 
wou ld inv olv e an impossible mix tu re of conflict­ 
ing economic ideals. 
Bu t entirely apart from su ch contentions, the 
appointment seems less than encou raging for 
the reason that it corned at a moment when 
American indu stry needs, abov e all else, con­ 
fidence in the fu tu re and assu rance with respect 
to gov ernment policy . 
At a moment of real crisis, the president has 
seen fit to giv e bu siness another ^ap in the 
face. People natu rally will be asking whether 
that is the way to gain the mu tu ally cooperativ e 
attitu de that mu st prev ail if capital is to emerge 
from hiding and stimu late the forces con­ 


tribu ting to produ ctiv e activ ity , reemploy ment 
and rev italized commercial life. 


ST. PATRICK AND HIS PEOPLE 
The world holds a d^ep affection for St. Pat­ 
rick, both becau se of his life of great v irtu e and 
achiev ement and also by reason of his gift to 
su cceeding generations — the Irishman as he 
is to be fou nd today almost ev ery where beneath 
the su n. 
If there is in the Irishman of today an in­ 
trigu ing mingling of most of the qu alities and 
v irtu es that go toward the holding of appealing 
and ev en fascinating hu man beings, St. Patrick 
mu st be giv en his fu ll share of the credit. 
No dou bt the Irishman comes natu rally by 
many of his distingu ishing characteristics — his 
cou rage, his belligerency , his blu ntness, his com­ 
plex ity and his contradictory natu re. Bu t it re­ 
mained for St. Patrick to complete the blend 
with the elements of tenderness, piety and 
geniality . 
St. Patrick, a missionary to the land where 
he had been carried as a boy and sold into 
slav ery , fou nd Ireland a pagan nation. 
He brou ght to Ireland, from the slav es to the 
Dru id priests and the cou rt and king at Tara, the 
gift of faith — deep, constant and ardent. There 
hav e been y ears in the history of Ireland—y ears 
cf famine, ru thless persecu tion and death 
when the people of the u nhappy little island 
had little else. 
That faith and the spirit of fortitu de to which 
it gav e rise hav e su stained them throu gh the 
y ears and on down to the present. Thou gh the 
conditions and the times in Ireland today are 
not ideal, they cu e the best the Irish people 
hav e ev er know::.

Only one thing enab led us to 
wait the famine out—we were 
not to b lame. Over and over this 
thing happened in these islands. 
If Clyde could succeed, the day 
would come when it would not 
happen again in Balingong.

We had a slight diversion at 
last, when the Avon returned, 
sick old Captain Stocker dogged­ 
ly retaining his post. And a little 
after that we had another diver­ 
sion which interested us a great 
deal more. 
A square-b owed, tub b y little 
b rig, 
heavily 
and 
practically 
armed, came stealing its way 
cautiously through the pass into 
Siderong b ay. It b rought 
us 
My nheer van der Donggen, the 
first white visitor that the new 
rajah of Balingong had 
had. 
We had known, of course, that 
great comment would b e caused, 
and perhaps even unfavorab le 
official notice, b y Rob ert Forrest­ 
er’s reappearance in Singapore; 
it might b e that British and 
Dutch inquiries would b e set up 
as to what we were doing in 
Balingong. This possib ility was 
one we had to ignore. After all, 
we could not keep our operations 
here concealed tor ever. We saw 
in van der Donggen the first of 
many who would wish to know 
what we were ab out. 
My nheer van de Donggen was 
a short, glob ular man, whom his 
Chinese tailors must long ago 
have given up try ing to fit. In 
crumpled whites of European cut, 
he somehow managed to re­ 
semb le those fat Asiatic gods of 
good fortune who sit mound-like 
and b arestomacned, with money 
b ags on their knees. He was as 
genial and b eaming as they , b ut 
there was this difference: Myn­ 
heer van der Donggen’s stomach 
was covered with pongee shirt­ 
ing, and his stomach was on his 
knees. 
He had a voice that was rich 
and soothing, and his accentless 
English had none of that b rist­ 
ling thick-tongued quality which 
the 
continentals of

Europe mostly give it. He made 
the language sound as liquid 
as Spanish or Italian.

Man Of Affairs 
We already slightly knew this 
man; and it is a good indication 
of b oth his ab ility and his essen­ 
tial character when I say that 
he was one of the few men con­ 
nected 
with 
che 
archipelago 
trade whom my uncle respected. 
He was one pf the many Dutch­ 
men in these seas who were fac­ 
tors in the Netherlands Trading 
Society; so had his father b een 
b efore him. His father had, in 
fact, b een mixed up with the old 
Dutch East India Company , b e­ 
fore it was reorganized b y the 
Crown. 
In addition to his efforts in b e­ 
half of the Netherlands Trading, 
van der Donggen was concerned 
with various related projects— 
Javanese coffee. Sanomb a tob ac­ 
co, tea plantings on Ceylon, and 
antimony in Dutch Borneo. His 
son was in charge of the princi­ 
pal trading station at Banjerma- 
sin, and various of his astrono­ 
mically large family of cousins 
were involved in the development 
of the Dutch b anking sy stems 
which were rapidly estab lishing 
themselves all over the east from 
Bangkok to Melb ourne. His own 
headquarters were at Buitenzorg, 
in Java; b ut most of his time 
was spent in floating ab out from 
one of his concessions to another 
in h'is exceedingly slow old b rig. 
He did not look like this sort 
of man. His capacity for contin­ 
uous activity was concealed in 
an extra IOO pounds of fat, and 
he managed a crumpled appear­ 
ance at all times which suggest­ 
ed the unsuccessful drink-cadg- 
er, rather than the man of inter­ 
island affairs that he was. It was 
only when he talked that you b e­ 
gan to see why he was import­ 
ant. 
My nheer van der Donggen had 
b een in Banjermasin when the 
Avon touched there; Rob ert For­ 
rester had, as a m atter of fact, 
b een transferred to a ship in 
which van der Donggen owned 
an interest. This was the first 
that van der Donggen, or any one 
else of the outside world, had 
heard of Clyde's tenure of the 
raj of Balingong. 


A State Of Shock 
He told us now that he only 
dropped in on us for a chat b e­ 
cause he happened to b e passing, 
on his way to Timor. But even 
to me, who knew next to noth­ 
ing of political affairs in the is­ 
lands, it was perfectly plain that 


v an der Do nfeen was here o n a 
pro wl. 
We knew witho ut his mentio n­ 
ing it—and he did no t—that Su­ 
macs tang was within what the 
Dutch liked to think o f as their 
sphere o f influence. And natur­ 
ally it was his co ncern to And 
o ut what was happening at Bal­ 
ing o ng . 
In spite of his genial friendli­ 
ness, and his scrupulous avoid­ 
ance of any discussion of what 
we were doing here, it, was easy 
to see that My nheer van der 
Donggen was appalled. I saw this 
long b efore I saw what he was 
appalled at. Signs of famine were 
visib le every where now, b ut van 
der Donggen saw these some 
place every y ear, and I knew he 
was not b othered b y that. He 
knew also, of course, that we 
were in serious danger, b ut that 
was another thing which every 
trader in the islands was used to 
accepting. 
Then for 
a 
short 
time 
I 
thought that he was worried 
ab out danger to Christine. It was 
easy to see what he thought 
Christine was up to. Van der 
Donggen had known Anthony 
Forrester, and appreciated him 
for the scholarly gentleman that 
me was, b ut naturally did not 
imagine that the character of 
the father prevented irregular­ 
ities in the daughter. Van der 
Donggen undoub tedly thought: 
that Christine was in love with 
Clyde. 
He prob ab ly also thought she 
was very foolish to b e there, b ut 
considered this none of his b usi­ 
ness. After he had almost visib ly 
reached this conclusion, van der 
Donggen all b ut forgot Christine. 
He addressed her with a gallant 
courtliness whenever she 
was 
b rought to his attention, b ut 
most of the time was evidently 
not thinking ab out her at all. 
And y et our visitor seemed to 
remain in a state of mild, per­ 
sistent shock. And it finally 
dawned on me w hat was the 
m atter. Van der Donggen was 
not worry ing over the prob ab ility 
that we would fail; he was wor­ 
ry ing over the b are possib ility 
that we would not!
